Species A (appears to be claims 1-25), drawn to applying silane to a surface of an acrylic 
pressure sensitive adhesive tape and contacting the tape with glass to form a bonded glass. 

Species B (appears to be claims 26-28), drawn to providing a tape comprising a mix of an 
acrylic pressure sensitive adhesive and a silane and contacting a bonding surface of the tape with 
glass to form a bonded glass. 

Species C (appears to be claims 29-34), drawn to applying a silane to a surface of a glass 
substrate to form a wet bonding surface and contacting the wet bonding surface with an acrylic 
pressure sensitive adhesive tape to form a bonded glass.
